At every encampment
he was received with most profound respect, which deep-
ened into absolute reverence as the effect of his wonder--
derful remedies was witnessed by these children of the
wilderness, borne ot his adventures among them were
quite of a romantic cast. One of their chiefs, a majestic
old Bedouin, whose favorite daughter had been for years
anected with a scorbutic disease, was so carried away
with rapture at her recovery under Professor Holloway'a
hands, that in a burst ot gratitude, be onered him half
his flocks and herds, if he would remain with the tribe
and be its guest for life.
